I refer to the etatement in your friend* • letter regarding 
“the newa of Aaguit 6 from Vienna that the Ru.alane are rationing 
in Hungary and CaechoelovakU -- where eo far no Soviet trcwpe were 
atationed — the Rueeian troopa withdrawn from Auatria. 


We do not know to what report of Auguet 6 your friend asMera. 
We have aeen no auch report. 


We have no information that the Soviet forces now in Auatria 
will be deployed to Hungary or Caecho Slovakia. According to Marshal 
Zhukov’s order of 31 July, auch forces are to be wl^rawn to the 
I^R. AHpronimately one third of the Soviet ground forces to ^uMrla 
have already departed by a route Indicating a move back to the USSR. 


It is of course possible that some of them may be redeployed 
for a time In Hungary, but there is no hard information to tMs j^ect. 
It is also possible that some of the Soviet eq«4>ment now in Anuria, 
including jet fighter units, might be redeployed to Csechoslovakla, 
and we have some tmconflrmed reports to this effect.
